Difcoveries and performances: To the end, that fuch Produ¬ 
ctions being clearly and truly communicated, defires after folid 
and ufefull knowledge may be further entertained, ingeoiows 
Endeavours and Undertakings cherifhed, and thofe, addicted 
to and converfant in fuch matters, may be invited and encoura¬ 
ged to fearch, try, and find out new things, impart their know¬ 
ledge to one another, and contribute what they can to the 
Grand defign of improving Natural knowIedge,and perfecting 
all Philojophical Arts , and Sciences, All for the Glory of God, the 
Honour and Advantage of thefe Kingdoms, and the Univerfal 
Good of Mankind. 

An Accompt of the improvement of Optick Glafles. 

There came lately from Paris a Relation, concerning the Im¬ 
provement of Optick Glajfes, not long fince attempted at fomf 
by Signor Giujeppc Campani,and by him difeonrfed of,in a Book, 
Entitulcd, fagguaglio di nuoue OJfrvationi, lately printed in the 
faid City,but not yet tranfmitted into thefe parts; wherein thefe 
following particulars, according, to the Intelligencc,which was 
feat hither, arc contained.. 

The Firfi regardeth the excellency of the long Tefefcopcs, made 
by t.he faid Campani, who pretends to have found a way to 
work great OpticlGlajfes with a Turne-too! , without any 
Mould; And whereas hitherto it hath been found bv Experi¬ 
ence, that fmall Glafles are in proportion better to fee with.up* 
on the Earth, than the great ones ; that Author affirms, that his 
are equally good for the Earth,and for making Obfervationsin 
the Heavens. Befides, he ufeth three Eye-Glafles for his great 
Tclefcopes,. without finding any Iris, or fuch Rain-bow colours,as 
do ufually appear in ordinary Glafles, and prove an impediment 
to Obfervations.. 

The Second\ concerns the Circle of Saturn, in which he hath ob¬ 
served nothing, but what confirms Monfieur Cbrijlian Huygens de 
Zydichem his Syfteme of that Planet, publifiied by that worthy 
Gentleman in the year, i $59. 
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TheTArW, refpecfts wherein Campani affirms he hath 

obferved by thegoodnefs of his GlafTes, certaia protuberancies 
and inequalities, much greater than thofe that have been feea 
therein hitherto. He addeth, that he is now obferviug, whether 
thofe Tallies in the. faid Planet do not change their feituation, 
which if they fliould be found to. do, he judgeth, that Jupiter 
might then be faid to turn upon his Axes which, in his opinion, 
would ferve much to confirm the opinion of Copernicus. Befides 
this, he affirms, he hath remarked in the Belts of Jupiter , the 
fhaddows of his fatellites , and followed them, and at length 
feen them emerge out of his Disk.

The Ingenious Mr. Hoo\ did, foine moneths fince, intimate 
to a friend of his, that he had, with an excellent twelve foot Te- 
lefcope, obferved, foine days before, he than fpoke of it, ( videl. 
on the ninth of‘May, 16(54. about 9 of the dock at night) a 
fmallSpot in the biggeft of the 3 obfeurer Belts of Jupiter , and 
that, obferving it from time to time, he found, that within z 
hours after, the faid Spot had moved from Eaft to Weft, about 
half the length of the Diameter of Jupiter, 

The Motion of the late Comet preedified. 

There was lately fent to one of the Secretaries of the 
Royal Society a Packet, containing fomc Copies of a Printed 
Paper, Entituled, The Ephemermes of the Comet y made by 
the fame Perfon, that fent it, called Monficur A u^out , a 
French Gentleman of no ordinary Merit and Learning, who 
defired , that a couple of them might be recommended to 
the faid Society , and one to their Prefident , and another to 
his Highnefs Prince Rupert, and the reft to fome other Perfons, 
nominated by him in a Letter that accompanied this prefent, 
and known abroad for their lingular abilities and know* 
ledge in Philofophical Matters. The end of the Communica¬ 
tion of this Paper was, .That, the motion of the Comet, that hath 
lately appeared,having been praedi&ed by the faid MonCeur Au-
